This 
reconsideration came at the 
request of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Basically the bylaw is designed 
to protect the wetlands and the 
water supply of Wilmington by 


allowing the Conservation 
Commission to regulate 
development in areas where it 


might have a significant effect on 
wetlands. This bylaw is com- 
patible to the Massachusetts 
General Laws bylaw ding 
wetland activity, acc to 
Conservation Commission 
Chairman Chester Bruce. 

A significant feature of the 
proposed wetlands bylaw is a new 
schedule of fees for conservation 
hearings

A small area of about half an 
acre, at an elevation of about 150 
feet in North Wilmington has 
become a wetlands problem. 
Arnald Blake of the planning 
board, a retired civil engineer, 
finds this amusing. Wilmington is 
a town that is that is largely 
wetlands, to begin with. 

This wetlands problem, 
however, looms large. It is in a 
central portion of a 50 acre 
commercial development, of 
which the Wilmington Youth Ice 
Arena is a part. 

Twenty-five years ago it was 
the remains of an al 
gravel pit. It was a vestige of the 
gravel wars that took place in 
Wilmington during the con- 
struction of Interstate 93 and 
Route 125. 

It is a part of a 77 acre tract 
purchased by the Crocker 
brothers, Ralph and Lloyd. They 
have been improving the area, 
by tbe. former filling in holes left 
Wy. the a AGAESHO, and 


ae 52,000 square foot 
ice arena there are two other 
commercial buildings, totaling 
about 30,000 square feet.

Recently Upton Drive was 
reconstructed, with a dual en- 
trance and a length of 150 feet. A 
12 inch water main was installed, 
and a new gas main. The town 
engineer has approved all plans, 
as made. 

In one low spot, left by the 
gravel operations of a quarter 
century ago, some bullrushes 
(cat-o-nine tails) have grown. It is 
ina place where it was planned to 
put in a drain pipe, of reinforced 
concrete, to a retention area, 
down near Route 125. Erich 
Nietsche, civil engineer, planned 
a retention area of 1.2 acres, 
capable of storing eight acre-feet 
of water.

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commissjon fuled that because 
there were wetlands no con- 
struction could take place. This to 
the Crocker brothers was a 
severe blow.

Attorney Joseph Courtney 
appealed to the Massachusetts 
Environmental Office. That office 
has the power to make recom- 
mendations by which the 
Deparfment of Environmental 
Engineering (DEQE) can 
overrule or supercede the rulings 
of local conservation com- 
missions.

Bruce described the area of the 
contended wetlands as being 
inaccurate in the survey, ac- 
cording to a manual he had with 
him, labeled IEP. 

The Crocker brothers hope to 
drain the area, is now a large 
factor in their future plans.

Reserve fund

Questions were raised from 
every corner of the room as the 
Wilmington Finance Committee 
tried to move closer to making its 
final recommendation on the 
articles for the special town 
meeting at its meeting Tuesday 
night. 

One major topic of discussion 
was the town manager's 
recommendation that $35,000 of 
the $50,000 surplus in the 
unemployment payments account 
be transferred to the reserve 
fund, Stapezynski defended the 
move, saying that he recently met 
with the police and fire chiefs to 
discuss the needs of each 
department. The police chief 


notified him that by the 15th” 


payroll in fiscal 1982 he will have 
already totally expended the 
budgeted sum for the detail ac- 
counts, He informed Stapezynski 
that he will require an additional 
$27,363 for that account. The 
police chief said that he would 
like to bring back a safety officer 
or a’ detective, each at an ap- 
proximate cost of $7,000. 

According to Stapezynski and 
Fire Chief Dan Wandell, the funds 
for fill-ins have been cut back to 
nothing as a result of the town 
meeting in June. Wandell 
stressed that his force, due to 
vacations and sick leaves which 
are unforeseeable, is un- 
dermanned. He requested $17,000 
for sick leave and fill-ins and $800 
for vacation fill-ins. 

The finance committee stressed 
its fear that if this $35,000. put in 
a reserve fund, the 
will consider it free cash and try 
to come up with ways to spend it. 
Kaminski explained that just that 
night he received a call from the 
Council on Aging with a request 
for $6,000 of this so-called free 
cash. 

Jim Gorman asked cencyee 
why he recommended that 
money be placed in the pany 
fund instead of being put directly 
into the police and fire accounts. 
Stapezynski replied that the 
reserve account would give the 
fincom the time and flexibility to 
see the figures with additional 

experience and then decide what 
to do with it. 

Every member of the fincom 
seemed to agree ideally’ the 
money should go into the reserve 
fund. Volpe expressed it as an 
alternative to allocating a lump 
sum to the police and fire 
departments which is greater 
than what they may actually use. 
He explained that with the money 
in the reserve fund they could 
parcel it out as it was needed, 
which would benefit a greater 
majority of the town than if the 
money was strictly appropriated 
to the fire or police department. 

The problem, they agreed, was 
how to convince the townspeople 
that the best route would be to put 
the money in the reserve fund. 
That way, the committee ex- 

, they could avoid the 
poker of people rushing to 
spend money that they think is 
free cash. Selectman Cain, who 
along with fellow board members 
DePasquale, Imbimbo and Ballou 
was present at the meeting, said 
that the townspeople have to 
realize that this is not extra 
money, but rather “money that is 
necessary to run the town."’ Mary 
Deislinger added that in terms of 
strategy all they can do is present 
the best argument they can and 
hope that the voters go along with 
it.

People come from all over New 
England to see Romans, Greeks, 
and the Virgin Mary, and even 
Jesus Christ standing together in 
one place. 

The place is Vitali’s Statuary on 
Route 38 in South Wilmington. 
According to owner Bruno Vitali, 
it is the only shop in all New 
England that makes every type of 
statue a person could want. His 
objects d'art range from 
miniature and life-size statues of 
saints, Romans, and Greeks to 
animals, fountains, and even 
tables. 

Although Vitali’s business has 
only been in Wilmington for seven 
years now, he first learned how to 
make statues as a boy in Bologna, 
Italy. His family eventually came 
to America, and in 1959 Bruno 
opened his first business in 
Boston. Finally, because of the 
limited space and parking of the 
Boston shop, Vitali, a Medford 
resident, moved his business to 
Wilmington. 

The statuary is a family en- 
terprise with Bruno doing most of 
the work, and his wife Valerie 
helping out wherever needed. He 
also has one non-family member 
in his employ, he said. 

Business has been good for the 
Vitali’s. Spring is the busiest time 
for them, vitali explained because 
people are starting to clean up 
their yards to get ready for the 
new season. In winter, although 
the statuary itself is not open, 
Vitali is busy getting ready for the 
next spring by adding to his stock. 

Many of the objects for sale at 
Vitali’s are kept in stock, 
although a good deal of them are 
made to order. All the work in- 
volved in making a statue is done

right in his shop. What he does is 
take the desired rubber mold, 
which he makes himself, pour the 
cement in, and let it harden for 
approximately two days. Then he 
removes the statue from the mold 
and allows it to cure for six to 
seven weeks. Once cured, the 
statue is ready for him to paint. 

The statue itself will last 
forever, Vitali explained, 
although the paint, which is the 
best around, has a life span of 
approximately four years. After a 
while it will start to chip, he said, 
and the statue will have to be 
repainted, but the structure of the 
item, which is sanded concrete, 
will never deteriorate. 

The statuary has something for 
virtually everyone with items 
ranging in size, theme, and price. 
Vitali said that he has over 300 
items in stock, and prices vary 
between $3.99 and over $1000. He 
added that if he does not have the 
item a person wants in stock, he 
can make it to order. He can also 
make a larger or smaller version 
of a statue he has in the shop, but 
that involves making a new mgld 
and is usually costly. 

Vitali’s Statuary sells items to a 
wide range of people and 
organizations. The larger 
religious statues are usually 
purchased by churches, he said, 
citing Saint Thomas’ in 
Wilmington as a past customer. 
But Vitali also supplies to him- 
self. His wife explained that she 
has many statues in her own 
yard, and added that she thinks 
they help to make the lawn look 
more beautiful. Both the Vitali’s 
agreed that their favorite pieces 
are the statues of Greek and 
Roman women.

Thomas W. Morris of 6 Marie 
Dr., Wilmington was chosen by 
the Tewksbury Selectmen last 
‘Thursday for the position of sewer 
coordinator.

‘sweeping on the job’ 


“I don't dance, and I don’t 
sing,’ said Ron Beals, “I'm off 
key, and I stumble over my feet. 
But you'll have a clean flue when 
I get through.” 

Beals and his wife Pat operate a 
business known as the Village 
Chimney Sweeps in Wimington. 
Because of the large number’ of 
coal and wood stoves in use, the 
chimney sweeping business is 
becoming popular. 

Unlike the chimney sweeps 
immortalized in poetry by 
William Blake, the chimney 
sweeps of today are not smail 
children, When Blake wrote his 
poem about 1800, it was common 
practice in England, to force 
small boys to work as sweeps, 
actually sending them into the 
chimneys, Their existence was 
miserable, and their mortality 
rate high. 

At six foot five and 250 pounds, 
Beals obviously does not climb 
inside a chimney to sweep it. He is 
said to be the nation’s largest 
chimney sweep. 

He chose his profession after 
working for several years as a 
computer room supervisor. 

Beals trained for his work with 
a seven-month apprenticeship in 
Vermont. There are also three- 
day schools where a person can 
go, but Beals preferred the ap- 
prenticeship program. The short 
programs, he feels, are more 
about marketing than chimney 
sweeping. 

Beals” has adopted the 
traditional dress of the chimney 
sweep - a top hat. ‘‘According to 
an old tale, no sweep has ever 
fallen off a roof while wearing a 
top hat,” he said. “Besides,” he 
said, jokingly holding the hat 
behind him, “If I did fall, I could 
always land on it.”” 

Cleaning of a wood stove 
chimney becomes necessary 
because of a buildup of creosote, 
deposited by wood smoke as it 
cools. If not cleaned propertly, it

He said that he 
has learned areas to look 
for, and besides, he said, “we 


during that period. Hallett said 
students rode the old trolley cars 
toschool. The tracks passed down 
Main Street and cars ran every 
hour between Boston and Lowell 
The ride to Lowell cost 15 cents. 
The tracks were laid somewhere 
around 1900 and were used until 
the mid-1930's. 

He said a morning trolly (for 
students and workers) came out 
from Lowell and turned around at 
Foster's Corner at quarter past 
seven. Students used special 
passes costing two dollars a week 
The money was reimbursed by 
the town at the end of each school 
year. 

Hallett said, “I had to come up 
with the money every week. Back 
then I worked some cutting wood 
for two dollars a cord, between 
after schools and Saturdays. I cut 
at least a cord a week.” When the 
money came back from the town 
his mother saved it to buy next 
year’s school clothes. 

For the most part the trolleys 
were dependable. Occassionally a 
storm would present some trouble 
in getting over the old Wamesit 
trestle, but ‘‘We always made 
it,"Hallett said. 

He does recall one windy fall 
night that left the tracks buried

He said, “We slid 
from the corner of Andover and 
Rogers streets all the way down 
the hill to the Memorial 
Auditorium.” But, he says there 
was little danger because the car 
was not moving too fast and 
people were able to get on or off 
with little problem. For winter 
storms the cars had sand boxes 
mounted on the front and the 
drivers were able to spread sand 
by means of an air compression 
system. Hallett guesses that those 
boxes were empty because it was 
still fall. 

His classes at Lowell High 
School included machine shop, 
woodworking, chemistry, and 
algebra. He was the first in 
family to take algebra. “My 
grandfather helped me some and 
he always had the right answer, 
but he didn’t use algebra, so when 
I took it to school it was no good."" 
He remembers his grandfather 
being able to solve any math 
problem using simple arithmatic. 

Hallett says school wasn't too 
bad and there was little 
homework. Of course, there were 
chores to be done, but some days 
he had time to see a movie before 
going home.

Dear Larz: 

Monday night we attended the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
meeting and couldn't believe our 
ears. The meeting was called to 
discuss H.U.D.’s ible role in 
Wilmington’s future. Since 
H.U.D. refused the Housing 
Authority's most recent 1 
and funds are still available, it 
was up to the board to decide 
what to do next. 

This meeting was the finest 
example of a one-man board 
(with a predetermined objective 
toa community problem) we had 
ever seen. Mr. George Hooper 
gave his board two choices: 
approve the original H.U.D. 
project adjacent to DeMoulas 
which was voted down by the 
town in December; or vote on a 
second similar plan. This second 
plan includes the following: 

Eighty units of elderly and 10 
units of handicapped or low and 
moderate income at the 
DeMoulas location; then 15 units 
of low and moderate housing 
located at one or several sites 
(Glen Road School, Boutwell or 
Buzzell Schools, King Street, Taft 
Road, Mass. Avenue and River 
Street, Melrose Avenue) for a 
combined total of 105 units. Mr. 
Hooper made it very clear that 
there were only two choices his 
board had: the original con- 
troversial plan or his new ploy on 
the town. 

What really rankled most, 
however, was the blatant 
disregard shown for the wishes of 


Wilmington residents. Mr. 
Hooper, over a few feeble protests 
by several board members, 
stressed there was no need for the 
town’s approval. This was strictly 
a Housing Authority decision and 
they would ‘educate’ the town at 
a later date (as one member so 
quaintly put it) 

It was also made perfectly 
clear that Wilmington’s “friend” 
Berkshire Builders would be the 
contractor of record for any of the 
above projects. Once again, 
another plus for Wilmington! 

After listening for two hours 
(indeed, with a gag rule, one 
cannot do otherwise), several 
questions were brought to mind. 
What ever happened to con- 
verting our closed schools to 
housing for our elderly? Why 
doesn't the Housing Authority 
search out other avenues for 
funds which might exist? Why is 
Mr. Hooper afraid of letting the 
townspeople be heard on his latest 
plan? Why did the present board 
members (who appeared to 
seriously question this plan in the 
beginning) allow themselves, in 
the end, to be ts for Mr. 
Hooper and his esteemed 
Director Mr. Borrazzo and vote 4- 
1 in favor of his second plan (with 
Mel Keough the only dissenter)? 

We have never been advocates 
of recall, but after sitting through 
such a meeting, it makes one see 
its merits. One must seriously 
question the motives behind Mr. 
Hooper's plans. 

Fellow voters and residents, 
now is the time for you to be 
concerned and take action. Let 
your voices be heard. Talk to your 
Board of Selectmen and members 
of the Housing Authority. Let 
them know exactly how you feel. 
Let's do what's right for 
Wilmington (for, whatever steps 
we take now, will most assuredly 
affect our future). H.U.D., with 
all its attached strings, was not 
the answer eight months ago and 
it is not the answer today!

Don't look now, but we could be 
on the verge of witnessing the 
creation of a new, different and 
very exciting sport. 

The sport will be the belly- 
bump, and the prime movers in 
its getting off the ground will be 
former heavyweight champions 
Muhammed Ali and Joe Frazier. 

With the near-40 year old Ali 
picking up his latest in a long line

last week, and the 37 year old 
Frazier already announcing that 
he will begin his ‘comeback’ with 
a bout against Scott LeDoux, the 
matchup of the two overweight 
and over-the-hill ex-champs is 
just about inevitable. 

The last photo I saw of Ali 
pictured him chowing down on 
some cotton candy at a circus, 
which would be a likely site for a 
fourth Ali-Frazier matchup. 

Ali has trouble sees under 
260 these days, and anyone who 
saw present day champ Larry 
Holmes humiliate Ali knows that 
the days of ‘float like a butterfly, 
sting like a bee’ have all but 
dwindled to ‘just where is my next 
big payday coming from? - at the 
expense of those of us who are 
stupid enough to ever take 
another Ali fight seriously. 

Frazier has watched his son 
Marvis. a superb young 
heavyweight, climb the fight 
game ladder, and now he himself 
has got the itch to step in the ring 
again.

a dagtonn Ali hasn't listened 
to logic in a long time, and

I sincerely hope that Ali and 
Frazier never get to the point in 
their respective ‘comebacks’ 
where they fight each other, 
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If both men persist in the notion 
that they want and can fight 
again, fine- fight once, pick up 
that fat check garnered from 
fight fans who might even pay 
good money to see a cock fight ( 
between two fat birds no less), 
give it up once and for all, and go 
home- please. 


Another Ali-Frazier fight would 
ruin my memories of three of the 
greatest bouts in boxing history. 


At one time I respected 
Muhammed Ali more than any 
living athlete. I admired his ring 
skills and I backed many of his 
beliefs.

In the past few weeks 

Wilmington has been hit hard by 
thieves who have taken pocket- 
books that have been left in cars 
while the owner was away from 
the car or was not in control of the 
pocketbook. Most of the thefts 
have taken place in the larger 
shopping centers although one 
was in a restaurant parking lot 
and another was at a mini-mart. 
The thief has gone to an unat- 
tended and unlocked car and 
reached in and grabbed the purse. 
In one instance the owner was 
loading groceries into the trunk of 
her car and the pocketbook was 
taken from the front seat, The 
amounts of money repofed stolen 
in these thefts has from $3.00 
$3000.00. 
The officers who investigated 
the thefts have made a few 
arrests and have recovered some 
of the money and personal papers 
of the victims. The police 
department is still working on 
more leads on the other thefts, but 
is looking for any information 
that may assist in clearing up the 
unsolved thefts. 

In order to keep these thefts 
from occuring, please use some 
common sense. If you become a 
victim, call the police im- 
mediately. Don't wait until you 
get home. Don't leave the 
pocketbook in open view in the 
car. If you must leave it in the 
car, put it in the trunk along with 
any other valuables and lock the 
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trunk. Even if you are sitting in 
the car keep your purse on the 
floor against the seat under your 
legs. Don't leave it on the seat 
next to you. You may feel safe in 
your own driveway, but don't. 
One of the thefts took place in a 
private driveway where the 
owners had only left the car for a 
couple of minutes. More than 
$500.00 in cash was lost. It took the 
thief only a couple of minutes to 
get a week's pay. 

When you are shopping do not 
leave your pocketbook in the 
shopping cart. Keep it under your 
arm. Even when you are going 
from the store to your car with the 
cart make sure you have control 
of your purse. Don't become a 
victim. 

Remember where ever you are, 
lock your car and pocket the 
keys.!!!

When did Sto

The Lost Village of Stoneham, better 
known to local historians as Hayward- 
ville, and the area immediately 
surrounding it, were believed to be the 
rendezvous for the patriots in the exciting 
times of 1776. 

For more than two decades, up until a 
few years ago, Jerry Jingle Restaurant 
was located on the famous site. The owner 
of Jerry Jingle, Jim Maheras, decided to 
change the restaurant's name to 
Haywardville, and in so doing recapture a 
little bit of the past. 

‘As legend has it, Nathaniel Hayward 
was the founder of Haywardville. He 
made his home there 

Hayward was the first man to ex- 
periment with the vuleanizing of rubber 
and passed his findings on to his friend 
and fellow scientist, Charles Goodyear. 

Because he was fortunate enough to 
hold the first patent for making rubber 
footwear, Hayward became known as the 
father of today's sneakers 

This particular area also consisted of a 
spice mill, a chocolate factory, a snuff 
mill, a brass foundry, a silk mill, and the 
Haywardville Rubber Works. 

This prospering, industrial village 
began (o disintegrate when the three 
towns of Malden, Medford and Melrose 
began plans to take over Spot Pond as a 
reservoir, and to buy up all the 
surrounding land in an fort to prevent 
water pollution 

Today, if you visit the old Jerry Jingle 
Restaurant, or Haywardville Restaurant, 
you, will see a “reconstruction of the 
village of centuries ago” on placemats. 

Stoneham Historical Society offered us 
an indepth look at the site of Nicklefield's 
house, the William Nicklefield’s snuff 
mill, the Ebenezer Bucknam house, the 
Jabez Mendall house, the red mills that 
comprised the Haywardville Rubber 
Works. 

The Lost Village of Stoneham, or 
Haywardville, was an early section 
located in the south east corner below 
Spot Pond, near the Melrose boundary 
which, on early maps of 1700, was North 
Malden 

‘The area was so named for Nathaniel 
Hayward who purchased an existing mill 
located on Spot Pond Brook. 

Hayward heard of a new material 
called rubber. He had been told that it 
was likely to be waterproof. And he 
believed that it would be suitable for 
items like carriage tops. Or it would be 
good for smaller things, like canvas bags 
that mailmen used. 

At the time, Hayward worked for a 
livery stable in Boston. 

Somehow Hayward obtained some of 


the raw substance that he had been told 
about, and he began to experiment with it. 
He tried more than one mixture. 

‘One day he added sulphur to the crude 
rubber substance. It resulted more like a 
hardened mass, But Hayward found that 
it might have a possibility of being 
molded. He felt sure that something was 
still lacking, however. 

Now, Hayward heard that a Charles 
Goodyear resided in Woburn And he 
learned that Goodyear was trying to work 
with the same or a similar rubber ex- 
periment, Because, at that time, they 
lived fairly near to each other, Hayward 
contacted Goodyear. They talked together 
about their many experiments, and 
discussed their many previous failures. 

Hayward suggested to Goodyear that 
they add sulphur in his particular mix- 
ture. He suggested that they try the ex 
perimenting again, 

During the following experiment some 
of the boiling stuff spilled over on the hot 
stove lid. The story goes that Goodyear 
quickly scraped it up. To his surprise the 
link between the last experiments and 
that particular one was finally resolved. 

‘The men discovered that they could 
hold the new mixture, exposed to intense 
heat, and mold it as if it were clay, They 
had discovered the process of vulcanizing 
rubber. 

Hayward, however, was never given 
full credit for the results. He was men 
tioned often as an aid in the experiment 
though 

The historic date of the discovery, or 
that final great experiment, was in 1839. It 
took place in a house in Woburn, just over 
the Stoneham line near the first Four 
Corners. 

Goodyear obtained a patent, But he 
never seemed interested enough in the 
process to carry out any further processes 
of his experiments, ’ 

But on the other side of the town line, 
Hayward contimed his experimenting 
with rubber. And he used the new patent. 

Hayward made rubber shoes and he 
received a special patent for them. 

‘Then, for a number of years, he lived in 
Connecticut, While there, he worked on 
various other articles that could be 
waterproofed. 

Hayward moved back to Stoneham 
Village in 1858. 

He bought the old mill, which had 
started out as a dye mill for certain cloth 
that was in use at that time. The mill, 
prior to Hayward’s purchasing it, was 
owned by a Barrett, and it was located at 
the corner of Pond and Washington 
Streets on Spot Pond Brook.

Confusing clothing terms, improper 
labelling by manufacturers, and often 
high prices for poorly made clothes, he 
says, can complicate the inflation-ridden 
task of clothing yourself or your family 

Latest figures show the average 
consumer spends about 5 percent of his 
net income on clothing, making it im- 
portant for consumers to be knowl- 
edgeable about the clothes they're 
“investing” in. 

Dr. Springborn, a bioresearch expert 
and management consultant, has 
developed a guide to buying and caring 
for clothing. It addresses clothing 
catastrophes such as: 

—Poor construction - a new ‘‘stretch” 
turtleneck that rips when you slip it over

Manufacturers are 
required by federal law to attach a 
permanent label to all garments 
describing fiber content and care in- 
structions.

Concord winery revives a 
New England tradition

Walk into a corner of an old woolen 
mill in Damonmill Square in Concord 
and the tart aromas of apples, pears, 
blueberries and cranberries suddenly 
hit you right in the face. 

To a Greater Boston wine lover, you 
have entered the home of Nashoba 
Valley Wines 


For centuries New Englanders have 
made wine from local fruits, par- 
ticularly apples. Every farm in the 
colonial period.had its own orchard and 
barrels of wine in the cellar to preserve 
the fall harvest and tide the colonial 
family over the long, cold winters. 


— 


And yet fruit wines have seldom been 
taken seriously as fine wine. 

That idea is being challenged by the 
Nashoba Valley Winery in Concord 
which is making wines exclusively from 
native New England fruits, including 
Massachusetts apples, pears and 
peaches, Cape Cod cranberries and 
Maine wild blueberries. They are white 
wines, a red wine.and a rosé. The wines 
range in taste from very dry to semi- 
sweet. 

Winemaker Jack Partridge, who 
founded Nashoba Valley Winery in 1979, 
Says that more varieties are in the 
works, including an apple champagne. 
In fact, Partridge envisions the ap: 
Preciation of fruit wines developing 
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Nashoba Valley Winery is dedicated to 
making premium wines from native New 


Since colonial 


times New Englanders have made 


from apples, berries 
and other fruits. 
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along lines similar to grape wines. “We 
have only scratched the surface of the 
possibilities,”’ he says. “It took years of 
experimenting with different grape 
varieties, climates, soils and 
winemaking techniques to arrive at the 
world of grape wines we know today. We 
are engaged in that process now with 

New England fruits. 1 think of it reviving 
an adventure which. was started several 
centuries ago.” 

The winery itself is housed in a hand- 
some red brick mill building called 
Damonmill Square in West Concord 
Built in the 1860's as @ woolen mill, the 
building was actually used for keeping 
apples earlier in this century, and was 
known as the Concord Apples Storage 
building. 

The winery enjoys a striking view of 
the Assabet River, with picnic tables 
outside next to the riverbank. An ex 
perimental orchard in front of the 
winery contains several varieties of 
New England fruit trees, including four 


evocatively named old time apple 
varieties: “Cox Orange Pippin’, "‘Sops 
of Wine", “Winter Banana”, and

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Americans sized up by studying garbage

Instead of thssing this newspaper in 
the trash, why not recycle it? And 
wouldn't it have been wiser to plan 
ahead than to end up pouring that sour 
milk down the drain? 

‘These are the kinds of thoughts that 
William Rathje hopes will become 
second nature to families in the future. 
As a pioneer in the field of “‘garbology,"” 
the University of Arizona professor has 
every right to offer such advice, He 
began rummaging through garbage 10 


years ago. Dr. Rathje is a Harvard- 
trained archaeologist who used to study 
the refuse of ancient civilizations as one 
part of gleaming information about 
them. 

“From there it isn’t much of a leap to 
learning about our society by looking at 
our garbage,” he says during an in- 
terview in ton. “It is an interesting 
way to see how society uses its resources 
and how efficient itis.” 

Dr. Rathje, who offers a course in 
garbology at the University of Arizona, 
has learned a lot about Americans as he 
and his students have donned gloves and

facemasks to delve into the ubiquitous 
Plastic garbage bags of Tucson 

‘And he is effusive in his explanations 
of how garbology can be used, since Dr 
Rathje believes what shows up in the 
garbage can sometimes give a more 
realistic picture of a household than 
extensive interviews. 

For example, everyone thinks 
recycling is great, says Dr. Rathje. But 
more people give it lip service than 
actually participate. If he relied on 
surveys of familes, middle and upper 
income households would be doing the 
most recycling. 

“If you actually look at garbage, 
poorer families recycle just as much. 
They are just much more honest about 
what they do."* 

So who can use what Dr. Rathje learns 
from garbage? Sociologists can test 
stereotypes about different ethnic or 
economic groups. Nutrionists can learn 
about the quality of diet, Market 
researchers discover information on 
how products are being used. But the 
most important thing Dr. Rathje hopes 
he will accomplish is to get people to 
deal with garbage 

“They think of garbage as ugly, rot- 
ten.,a blob," he says. “They don’t think 
of the resources that are in it. Garbage 
doesn't go away. People should think 
before they throw things away.’” 

For example, he estimates that 
Americans waste $150 to $200 of food a 
year. Middle income Americans waste 
more food than lower or upper income 
families, according to Dr. Rathje, 
perhaps because they don't have the 
time or knowledge to use leftoves 

“Middle income people also love 
status brands that are advertised on 
television,” he says. Upper income 
families, on the other hand, often buy 


generic or housebrand food, deferring to 
‘samebrands for dog or cat food 

“They'll eat generic lima beans as 
long as their pet is getting the best,” 
says Dr. Rathje. He also reports that 
Americans buy a lot of sugar products 
and eat a lot of fast food, which they 
bring home to consume. 

But Dr. Rathje’s most dismaying 
discovery is that many people simply 
don’t take the time to plan ahead 

“They never see how the waste adds 
up,” says Dr. Rathje. “They would just 
be stunned if they did 

He winks at people who claim they 
waste nothing. One magazine writer 
proudly told him how she boils all her 
leftovers into a stew 

“But a few minutes later she told me 
how she had to throw $60 worth of 
groceries out when she went away on a 
trip,” he says with a chuckle. 

Dr. Rathje has concocted two laws of 
food waste. 

“Be careful of crisis buying," he says 
“During the beef crisis in 1973, ton- 
sumers were scared and they changed 
their buying habits 

They bought larger quantities of beef 
and new cuts, and ended up wasting 
more beef than they do normally, 
because they didn’t like the new cuts or 
they just couldn't eat the extra amount, 
says Dr. Rathje 

His second law is similar - the more 
standard a product, the less a person 
will waste, Think abead if you are going 
to buy something unusual 

“If you buy a loaf of bread each week, 
you usually don't waste any. But 
Specialized products, such as hot dog or 
hamburger buns are used once, stuck in 
the back of the refrigerator, and by the 
lime it is looked at again, it is moldy.” 

Though Dr. Rathje bemoans waste, he 


Your ‘photographic’ 


memory will fail you 


Many persons pride themselves on a 
“photographic” memory, but the In: 
surance Information Institute warns that 
memory alone isn’t adequate when 
reporting a loss or filing an insurance 
claim. 

‘The Institute advises every household 
to prepare a complete, current inventory 
of all furnishings and personal 
belongings. Remember, the best time to 
make an inventory is BEFORE a loss 
occurs 

“Without an uptodate inventory it 
may be difficult to remember or prove 
exactly which items were lost and their 
approximate’ value if your home is 
damaged by fire or looted by a burglar,”” 
says Nancy Golonka, the Institute's 
director of consumer affairs 

In addition to making a listing of items 
room by room, including contents of all 
drawers, closets and cabinets, the In 
stitute suggests that a photo inventory be 
made to supplement the written one 

The Institute points out that photos can 
add to the thoroughness of an inventory 
Photos record details, shapes, colors and 
configurations that are difficult to 
describe in words 

‘The cost of the items and the purchase 
date should be on the back of each photo 
Photographic records taken before and 
after damage, break-in, fire or other 
losses, also can help both the insured and 
the insurance company to replace the 
proper value of the lost or damaged 
items.

When taking photos, it is important to 
remember to take plenty of shots, 
overlapping if necessary, so that nothing 
is missed. Many homeowners have found 
that home movies or videotapes also 
provide accurate recotds of personal 
property 

The written inventary, with date of 
purchase, costs, identifying number and 
other verification should be kept with 
photos, films or videotapes in a safe 
place away from the premises, 
preferably a safe deposit box 

Remember, an up-to-date inventory of 
your household furnishings and personal 
belongings can help to: (1) determine the 
value of your belongings and your per- 
sonal insurance needs; (2) establish the 
purchase dates and cost of major items 
in case of a loss; (3) identify exactly 
what was lost (most people can't recall 
items accumulated gradually); (4) settle 
your insurance claim quickly and ef 
ficiently; (5) verify losses for income tax 
deductions. 

So, don’t wait for disaster to strike or 
rely on your “photographic” memory 
Make an inventory now. If you already 
have an inventory, the Institute advises 
you to make sure that it is up-to-date 

To help you get started on your home 
inventory, the Institute has published a 
new brochure, ‘*Taking Inventory 
Single copies in English and Spanish are 
available free from the Insurance In 
formation Institute, 27 School Street 
Boston, Ma.

Lost village of Stoneham 


The Falls at the lower mill on Spot Pond 
Brook were known as the Red Mill Falls 
They turned the great mill wheel with 
power as the brook flowed on its way to 
the sea through Malden and Chelsea 
Later it became the Malden River. The 
mills, that were painted a typical New 
England red, derived their names from 
their color. 

This new venture of Nathaniel Hayward 
attracted many workers in the area. And, 
eventually, more buildings were built 

Mrs, Hayward ran a boarding house. 
There was a district school for the 
children of the workers, There was a 
tenement house. And there were several 
other houses, one of which boasted an ell 
that served as a general store. There also, 
in the school, was a church for Sunday 
services. It was a very busy, thriving 
community. 

In the Valuation Book of Stoneham, 
year 1860, one may read: “Tax for Town, 
State, County for Nathaniel Hayward: 
Rubber Works - 170 acres land-two 
houses, Pond Street-three houses on 
Melrose Street-(now Wyoming Street) 
house of Hard-Rubber Factory- Gas 
Works- Smith Shop- Barn- Office Building- 
Ice Houses and Sheds- Machinery valued 
$8,000- Stock in trade $10,000- and four 
horses, $600. 

Today the lost village is just that. There 
is not one vestage of any mill, barn or

house. It was all lost because the three 
towns of Medford, Malden and Melrose 
requested a public water supply using the 
crystal clear water of Spot Pond. 

Stoneham was the smallest town at the 
time. It had only separated~from 
Charlestown a few years before. It was 
far less influential than the three bigger 
towns. The result was that the water 
power was disastrously cut off from the 
mills, on the brook, and business ‘soon 
stopped all operations, Business then, as 
now, could not survive without the 
necessary water supply. Stoneham did not 
have its own public water supply from 
Spot Pond until 1908. 


Now, the only hint of the village is a 
restaurant that bears the name 
Haywardville, And the only way you can 
see a trace of what used to be is to study 
the placemat -upon which you eat your 
food. 

Credit for the latest attempt at 
recognition for the old lost village must be 
given entirely to James Maheras. He has 
been the owner-manager of the restaurant 
at that site for over 25 years, 

It was Maheras who decided that our 
lost history should be reclaimed. Since 
then, he has done all he can to re-educate 
townspeople of Stoneham, to make them 
aware of their town's ancestry. It is one to 
be proud of

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Bag lunches turn into gourmet enterprise

Twelve years ago, Elouise Heatherly 
awakened at 6 a.m. every day, packed 
an assembly line of sandwiches and 
salads into a giant hamper, and sent 
them to her husband's Houston office, 
where they were snapped up by, 12 
regular customers. The price for a 
three-course lunch was a modest §1.50. 

Often the bags were decorated of even 
contained a note. Many times totes of 
appreciation came back. 

Ouisie, as Elouise is nicknamed, 
called her one-woman enterprise the 
‘Traveling Brown Bag Lunch Company. 

This modest operation was the seed 
for something bigger. Elouise was 
carefully creating menus in an old black 
notebook tied with a pink ribbon, On 
other pages she was penciling a logo: 
Ouisie's Table and the Brown Bag 
‘Traveling Lunch Corhpany. She didn’t 
know what the outcome of these pages 
would be, but she knew she loved 
working with food. 

Elouise Heathgrly had grown up in 
Houston tugging at the aprons of a 
mother and gyandmother who both had 
an intuitive sense about food. She was 
also influenced by Rebecca Stringfellow, 
housekeeper who served up 
memorabie fried chicken, dark brown 
gravy and lemon meringue pie. ‘She 
was f pinch of this and a handful of 
that,” recalls Ouisie. 

“I knew that a restaurant would work. 
I ticked away that name and the idea. I 
really thought I'd go into catering. I 
@idn’t think about the restaurant," she 
says.

After her son, Tucker, was born, she 
worked as a secretary, but that did not 
satisfy her creative bent. An aunt, 
hearing about this, offered Elouise 
financial assistance to start a 
restaurant.

he high risk was staring me in the 
face,” she recalls. “At auction were the 
restaurants going out of business.”” 

By January the sign Ouisie's Table 
and the Brown Bag Traveling Lunch 
Company and Storeside went up, and the 
storeside of consigned antiques and gifts 
opened. By May she was ready to start 
serving lunch and supper. An American 
country atmosphere pervaded the 
restaurant, with dark pine tables, 
silverware wrapped in white cloth 
napkins and a blackboard for the menu 
The day she opened the door she 
immediately had 40 customers, 

don't know how they knew to 
come,"’ Elouise says in wonderment. “I 
felt 1 was serving friends, so I didn't 
have stage fright. I've always felt they

were my friends and I'm cooking for 
them.” 

For two years Elouise rarely left the 
kitchen. For three years she took no 
salary. She countered fatigue with the 
fact the number of customers was 
climbing. 

The restaurant now has a staff of 40 
and serves 350 people a day. Some 
customers have been regulars from the 
beginning. One neighborhood woman 
whose refrigerator went out never got it 
fixed. She's there for lunch and supper. 

It’s Ouisie’s menu that is always a 
surprise - a bit of Texas (chicken-fried 
steak) and middle America with an 
international accent. In fact, she has 
almost single-handedly educated 
Houstonians to soups with such original 
creations as lemon garlic; bacon, let- 
tuce, and tomato; artichoke cream 
spinach with orange. Some items stay on 
the menu, such as the unique pimento 
cheese sandwich and Quisie's spud 
baked potato with sour cream, onions, 
and caviar. She also features lots of

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local fish and seafood - scalloped 
oysters, fillet of trout with crab stuffing, 
trout with saffron, tomatoes, and 
eggplant. In the spring there's boiled 
crayfish. Red meat is scarce on the 
menu except for Quisie’s hamburger 
(Mondays and Saturdays) 

Elouise is frank that sometimes the 
customer has to educated to new items 
on the menu. “When I add something to 
the menu that people don’t know, I find 
that if I'm determined, I'll run it for a 
full week. It starts to pick up catchés on, 
and becomes a best seller. Then I pull it 
off." 

The restaurant's popularity goes 
beyond good food. There are also 
traditions at Ouisie’s. Photography, 
painting, and rug shows provide 
changing displays on the walls. At 
Christmas the staff serves about 500 
barbecued turkey legs to customers at 
the anmual party for them. There is also 
an annual birthday celebration, with 
pates and a giant bowl of the famous 
pimento cheese spread,

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‘Eye’.a fascinating portrait f

If you glance at movie ads in the 
newspaper, then you already know the 
plot to “Eye of the Needle" (rated "R"), 
this summer's World War I! thriller 

“To love a stranger is easy. To kill a 
lover is not,” say the ads, and there you 
have it. In the theater, there’s nothing 
left to do but watch the movie unfold to 
its inevitable conclusion, 

But the unfolding itself is a treat 
“Eye of the Needle” features dry, un 
derstated acting by Donald Sutherland, 
a bravura performance by Kate 
Nelligan, cool directing by Richard 
Marquand and a taut screenplay by 
Stanley Mann, based on the novel by 
Ken Follett 

‘The most pleasant aspect of “Eye of 
the Needle" is that it’s a real, blood-and 
guts theater movie. So many films these 
days seem like they were designed more 
{or the cable TV market than for movie 
houses, but this one is too intense to be 
contained by the small screen 

A commercial break, or a trip to the 
refrigerator for a beer, would ruin the 
whole thing. 

‘The star of “Eye of the Needle” is 
Sutherland, who plays a German secret 
agent stationed in Britain who has taken 
the alias “Henry Faber." (Later, he 
changes it again to Henry Baker.) To 
British intelligence, he is known as “The 
Needle," who they thought had disap 
Peared in 1938 until they discover him in 


1944. 

The film opens in London in 1940. The 
war has already been going on for a 
year, and Faber is working as an em 
ployee in a government office. His 
banter with his associates is loose and 
easy, but we are quickly given a taste of 
his ruthless efficiency 

His landlady catches shim sending 
telegraph messages in his room. She 
becomes frightened, and he walks 
towards her slowly, talking 
reassuringly. Then he knifes her in the 
Pancreas - a spot which must result in a 
quick, quiet death, because he chooses 
that spot on a number of his victims 
throughout the movie 


The film resumes in 1944. The Needle 
is assigned to take pictures of an Allied 
airfield in East Anglia, so the Germans 
can determine whether the continental 
invasion will take place at Belgium 
from East Anglia, or at Normandy, from 
the south of England 

The Needle takes photos which prove 
the enormous East Anglia force is a 
decoy. He passes the photos to another 
agent, who is caught by the British. The 
Allies now know that, unless they can 
capture The Needle, the Germans will 
be prepared for the invasion at Nor 
mandy. It's too late to change the in- 
vasion site - The Needie must be stop 
ped 

Sutherland makes his way to Scotland 
with the negatives, and heads out into 
the icy waters in a stolen yacht in a 


severe storm so he cgn be picked up by a 
German U-boat off’Storm Island. He is 
shipwrecked and is saved by a young 
family whose house he crawls to 

Now, Follett is a master story teller. 
and by the time The Needle makes it to 
the house, we already know a great deal 
about this young couple. We were in 
troduced to them in 1940, when they 
were married and, on a drive through 
the country right after the wedding 
became involved in a serious auto ac 
cident 

David, the husband (portrayed 
competently by Christopher Cazenove). 
has lost his legs, and Lucy, his wife, tries 
to draw him out of his shell. They have a 
son, Joseph, but Lucy tells her mother 
any more children are unlikely - David 
is too depressed. They pass their time at 
an isolated sheep farm, with no human 
companionship other than their drunken 
watchman, Tom 

The story reaches its inevitable, 
horrifying conclusion once The Needle, 
Lucy and David come together, and I 
‘won't spoil it by giving it away 

Sutherland is masterful as The 
Needle. He is so cold-blooded. ruthless 
and efficient that, while you won't find 
yourself rooting for him, you will find 
yourself hoping we have agents who are 
‘equally vicious on our side 

The horror within his personality is 
accentuated by Sutherland's deadpan 
manner. His voice and eyes are 
disembodied from his actions. Even 
when he tells Lucy. “I love vou.” it

doesn't sound as if he means it. And he 
probably doesn’t - he is a character 
incapable of love 

Despite his Prussian efficiency, he 
slips up twice - once, when he gives 
copies of the photos to a German agent 
who is immediately captured, and again 
by allowing himself to become involved 
with Lucy 

If there is any unsatisfactory aspect to 
“Eye of the Needle,” itis that we are not 
given enough insight into The Needie's 
character - what could harden a man so 
completely. The only clue we are given 
is during a conversation he has with 
Lucy about a parent's love 


Lucy tells him that all parents love 
their children, and The Needle - Henry 
Baker to her - tells her that it’s not true. 
Some parents merely use their children 
to live out fantasies which they were 
unable to fulfill, he says. It helps, but 
only a little 

In contrast to Sutherland, Nelligan 
must project a greal of emotionalism, 
and she does it well. Most of the action in 
the final hour comes down to a Nelligan: 
Sutherland tour-de-force, and the 
contrast of these two talented actors, 
projecting fire and ice, is excellent. 

“Eye of the Needle” earns its “R' 
rating through a great deal of violence 
and a little sex, so it most definitely isn’t 
a movie for the whole family. 

But it’s a masterful performance by 


everyone involved, and well worth 
seeing

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The puzzle does not 
confuse its maker

Sometimes being a reporter can make a 
person feel pretty silly. 

‘There we were, a bunch of grown-up 
““journalists,"" bent over with notebooks 
and minicameras, conducting an in- 
terview in a department store with a nine- 
year-old boy who had completed a puzzle. 

Actually, Jonathan Cheyer had just won 
a contest and $500 by completing - in a 
little over 48 seconds - a hot-selling, mind- 
boggling puzzle that has managed to 
baffle corporate executives and graduate 
engineerifg students, Ideal Toy Cor- 
poration’s Rubik's Cube. 

But perhaps most important for Ideal, it 
has also managed to help rescue the 
toymaker from heavy financial losses. 

The cube is a multicolored plastic 
puzzle with 27 subcubes that turn on 
vertical and horizontal axes. The object is 
to twist and turn the cube back to its 
original position of having the same color 
on each of the six sides. It is named after 
Emo Rubik, a Hungarian architecture 
and design professor, who invented it as 
an exercise for his students. Since Ideal 
began selling the cube in May 1980, more 
than 10 million have been sold. 

Wearing a Rubik's Cube T-shirt that 
hung down to his knees, young Jonathan 
patiently answered all of the questions 
about how he got his first cube (for 
Christmas), and how long he practices 
(four hours a day), and where be prac- 
tices (everywhere). 

A few feet away, the faces of beaming 
Ideal employees reflected more than the 
promotional value of the contest. 

For a compary that lost $15 million last 
year, Rubik's Cube is one of several new 
toys that came along just in time. 

“The cube has been a big help to us,"” 
said Stuart Sims, Ideal's senior vice- 
president for marketing and product 
planning. “but it's only one of six products 
that has done well for us." Titles like 
Missing Link (another movable segment 
puzzle), Team America toy motorcycles, 
Guzzler cars that run on a few drops of 
water, Dukes of Hazzard Road Racing, 
and Pretty Curls dolls have been selling 
well enough to all but ensure a profit this 
year. 

For the company's first quarter, which 
ended in May, sales reached $35.9 million, 
compared with $27.7 million for the same 
quarter last year. Profits for the period 
totaled $905,000, against $64,000 in the first 
quarter of 1980. 

Last year, Ideal got hit with a double 
whammy of high interest rates and 
customer resistance to high-priced toys, 
said Norman Siegler, Ideal's vice- 
president and chief financial officer. With 
interest rates in the 20 percent range 

many retailers were unable to borrow the 
money needed to finance large inventories 
of toys for their shelves.

“Dealers held back longer than usu: 
then ordered in much lower quantities,” 
Mr. Siegler said. 

‘Then many of the toy dealers did order 
stayed on the shelves, once moms and 
dads got a look at the prices. While the 
most expensive items this year carry a 
wholesale price of around $20, some toys 
last year sold at wholesale for $40, Seigler 
said. (Retail prices vary considerably 
vecause many toys are sold {n discount 
stores.) 


“We were merchandising a line of 
products that our customers (retailers) 
‘and consumers were not willing to €¢- 
‘ept,”’ Seigler admitted. “Our dealers toid 
us they wanted items with the highest 
possible dollar return for the shelf space. 
‘So we sent out a lot of high-ticket items." 

But in this industry, says Mr. Sims, the 
pendulum-like shifts in tastes of the tov: 
buying public - children and their parents 
= can catch a company off guard, For 
example, when Ideal was developing toys 
for last Christmas - a process that began 
more than a year earlier - ‘the pendulum 
had been swinging to the high-priced 
electronic area, and we put a lot of 
development and support behind that."’ 
Because toymakers make about half their 
sales in the fourth quarter of the year, 
Christmas is the season for profits. 


While Ideal can keep track of the 
number of cubes it sells, it cannot ac 
curately follow how many people actually 
solve it, as opposed to those who finally 
banish it to a drawer along with other 
unfinished projects. The number of 
successful “‘cubists” is probably growing 
much more slowly. 


After almost a week, for example, I've 
only figured out how to get one side to 
have the same color. Five more to go.

Parrot fever a threat

Many people who raise birds as pets 
may not be aware of a health problem 
that is currently on the increase in the 
United States and can affect birds and 
people alike. More commonly known as 
parrot fever, the tlisease called psit 
tacosis is not limited to parrots. It can 
also affect macaws, cockatoos. 
parakeets, canaries, finches and other 
pet birds, and humans can become in- 
fected by inhaling airborne matter from 
the feces of a diseased bird 
The number of reported human cases 
é of psittacosis tripled between 1975-78, 
and increased again in 1979, according to 
a recent report in Today's Animal News 
The symptoms in a human can range 
from mild flu-like discomfort \who 
pets 


pneumonia-like disease with fever, 
chills, and severe headaches, with heart 
problems sometimes resulting. Because 
these symptoms can be confused with a 
variety of other diseases, itis likely that 
many cases are undiagnosed and 

therefore unreported 
Strict laws to curtail the illegal 
smuggling of diseased birds into this 
country have not effectively halted the 
spread of the disease. Birds imported for 
sale as pets must be quarantined for 
thirty days in a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture facility, during which time 
they are fed a diet which includes drugs 
designed to eliminate the disease if it 
exists, If a bird fails to eat during a 
portion of the quarantine period. 
however, the treatment time is shor 
tened and may not be effective, Birds 
boring the disease continue to be 
they are getting healthy owners

Call your insurance agent’ im- 
mediately, suggests ‘Debbie Doncov, 
Extension Home Ecoomist with the 
Middlesex County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, Losing a job is certainly a 
traumatic experience, but it doesn't 
have to mean losing everything 

Although it may seem impossible to 
pay for large insurance premiums at 
this time, now that you're unemployed, 
it is especially important to think of 
coverage for your family. Call your 
insurance agent for information and 
advise. 

Inmany life insurance contracts, 
there is a so-called automatic premium 
Joan clause. This clause says the com- 
pany will deduct from the cash value of 
your policy or use your dividends to pay 
premium 

Chances are that you were insured 
under your employer’s group health and 
accident and life insurance plan. In most 
cases, your group policy will allow a 30- 
day grace period after you leave the

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Homebuilding school 
aids do-it-yourselfers

“It's amazing how much you can learn 
by just doing it," said David Katz of 
Philadelphia as he scanned the house he is 
helping build in Jamaica Plain. "You can 
pick up the skills quickly if you really 
want to." 

And on those hypotheses, 14 men and 
women are building a house from scratch 
with nothing more in common than a 
desire to learn. 

They are students of the three-month- 
old Homebuilding Resource Center 
(HRC), a school where prospective 
homebuilders and remodelers, even those 
with no experience, get hands-on practice 
in house construction. 

At the first class, held on a Sunday night 
at the Cambridge remodeled home of 
Herb Ziegler, HRC’s co-founder and 
director, the students Jearned that 
hammers come in a variety of shapes, 
weights, and materials, They took turns 
swinging some to feel the difference. The 
next day they met at the building site, a 
corner lot on Pond St. in Jamaica Plain, 
where the foundation was being dug by a 
subcontractor,

Four days later the construction was 
three days behind schedule because”of 
delays of getting the building permit frm 
City Hall, and because the subcontractor 
worked more slowly than anticipated 
“You might just as well assume you'll 
have delays with subcontractors,” says 
student Frances Wirta, who has had 
“smatterings” of housebuilding ex- 
perience 

‘The waiting time was not wasted. The 
students learned how to use a power saw, 
alert to the safety rules they had learned 
They self-consciously were wearing new 
carpenters’ aprons weighted down with 
shiny tools. They made sure that everyone 
had a chance to try the saw. 

“‘Housebuilding is an enormous juggling 
act,” says Ziegler. He adapted to the 
delay by increasing the hours of 
classroom instruction the first week, 
planning to do more onsite building the 
third week, The technical information is 
taught by Ziegler, 36, the former 
curriculum director of the Owner Builder 
Center in Berkeley, California, and Phil 
Kramer, 25, a former teacher at the 
Berkeley school, Both have extensive 
house building experience

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By the end of the second week, the 
students were anxious to get to work on 
the house itself. While Ziegler, in overalls 
and a “'Nietzsche” baseball cap. super- 
vised the subcontractors pouring the 
cement foundation, some of the students 
hammered away at the storage shed they 
had built, and others prefabricated parts 
of the building. Their aprons were grimy 
by now, and they spoke comfortably about 
batterboards and kneewalls as they 
carried completed pieces of the house to 
the shed to lock up for the night. 

The five women and nine men in the 
class range from high school to middle 
age. They come from West Virginia, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and from the 
Boston area. One student lives next door 
to the building site, and has donated her 
livingroom as the classroom. Several 
students own land or houses that they 
want to work on, and a few have had some 
house building experience. Robert Moore 
of Pittsburgh helped build a 12-sided 
house at Lake Tahoe. David Katz has 
been renovating his Philadelphia 
townhouse for two years. Frances Wirta 
owns a duplex in Cambridge, but ever- 
tually would like to purchase and redesign 
a larger unit. "Ail of us fee! we're looking 
towards new areas of job possibilities or a 
very specific application of building a 
home,” she says. Several students are 
teachers approaching burnout. Zeigler 
himself was a public school teacher until 
he realized he “was more interested in 
building houses.” 

“The typical owner-builder,” according 
to HRC’s brochure, “is resourceful and 
energetic — a person who shaped his or 
her own life, but knows when professional 
assistance will make dreams come true 
more quickly 

It's a difficult time to consider 
buying,” says Wirta. Zeigler estimates 
that by doing all of the labor himself, an 
owner-builder can save 40 to 60 percent of 
the contracted price. By doing the con- 
tracting himself, he can save 20 percent of 
the cost. The three-week course can 
provide an overview of the elements of 
housebuilding, and enable the students to 
hire contractors intelligently, and to do 
some repairs themselves, With ongoing 
assistance, tenacity, and further study, 
the students should be able to build their 
own homes. 

‘The purchase of the Jamaica Plain site 
was the culmination of a long search 
process by the staff of HRC. They were 
looking for a southern exposure to allow a 
passive solar design, an “up and coming 
neighborhood," and a location accessible 
to students. The house will be a two 
family duplex, which will be sold as 
condominiums’ because, says Zeigler. 
“it's what the market says we should do 
right now."" The money from the sale will 
pay the bills and investors, and then be 
fed back to HRC for the next land pur- 
chase. 

Zeigler says that the current class “will 
{go up with one side of the house as much 
as possible. Hopefully we'll get up-to the 
rafters.” Other classes this summer and 
fall will complete the framing and inside 
finishing of the house 

HRC is the only school of its type in the 
Boston area. In addition to the class now 
in session, they plan another threeweek 
session, alternating with the two one-week 
intensive courses. The three-week ‘course 
costs $450 and the one-week is $275. In the 
fall HRC offers evening courses in 
remodeling and inside framing work, and 
Saturday seminars in solar hot water, 
electrical wiring, and building codes 
HRC can be reached at 491-5181, and is 
located at 2 Hancock Place, Cambridge, 
Mass.

That much 
all the experts agree. When, where, how 
and how much differ for each person 
And don't get the idea the vacation is 
only for your benefit. Your employer 
knows you'll do a better job after you've 
spent a week at the Cape, that your 
concentration will be improved after you 
have concentrated on your golf swing, or 
your fishing cast, or simply sitting on the 
beach letting the rhythm of the waves 
drown out the rhythm of work." 

The hospital has offered some friendly 
advice on the old subject of vacations and 
it might behoove you to study it 

The first rule about vacations is to 
take them, No one is indispensable. If 
you think you are, you need a vacation. 
You may need to plan your vacation 
inbetween major projects. But don't let 


the squeeze of work deny you the time 
away both you and your family need. 
Hit the road or stay at home? It 
differs for each person. Some get great 
R&R from driving 3,000 miles to see the 
Grand Canyon, Others find they can get 
more rest and have more fun staying in a 
beach house 20 minutes away, or even 
spending the time at home, having 
cookouts in the backyard, working on 
building a porch or boat. If you're likely. 
however, to be menaced by work-related 
phone cails, or the pressures to renovate 
the house are causing you stress, better 
get away from it all 
“Roughing it or going in style? Again, 
each person is different.

The law and the payment of rent

Prepayments, or money which the 
landlord can ask for ir advance, are 
defined by law. A landlord can only 
demand prepayment of the following: the 
first month's rent, the last month's rent 
calculated at the same rate as the first, a 
security deposit equal to the first month's 
rent, and the purchase and installation 
cost for a key and lock. 

When the landlord demands the 
prepayment of the last month's rent, he 
Must give the tenant a receipt which 
describes its intended application as the

payment, name of person receiving it, and 
a description of the premises, The lan- 
dlord is not required to pay interest on the

The 
landlord may not charge any interest or 
penalty for failure to pay rent on time 
until 30 days after the rental due date

Good news for consumers: the cost of 
professional services is coming down. 
Doctors and lawyers are beginning to 
advertise; as a result, fees for routine 
procedures are headed back to economic 
reality. 

Now add to the list an important item 
formerly reserved for the very well off or 
the very well insured: mental health 
counseling. In fact, there is a new firm in 
Woburn which is offering quality private 
counseling at reasonable rates. 

To some therapists, it is“ good 
business; to Networkers, Inc., it's the 
coming gospel. Networkers, with their 
main office in Woburn and a branch in 
Brighton, is committed to low fee service 
as a ‘way of life. Their charges- $20 per 
hour and package deals for marital and 
other issues, are about half the usual fees 
of private social workers and 
psychologists, and less than half of those 
charged by psychiatrists. Says Net- 
workers president Rob Engel, “The 
trouble with wanting some help with a 
personal problem js that often you can't 
afford it, Either you do without or pay 
through the nose, in which case the 
‘counseling itself becomes a problem. " 

Costs are one problem which Net 
workers does not want to add to their 
clients’ burdens. Says Engel's partner 
Jane Baskin, Many of our clients come 
to us because of stress related to job and 
money matters, Some are Prop 2!% 
victims. To charge these people high fees 
would be outrageous,"" 

Engel and Baskin, both social workers, 
admit that part of the reason for the 
lower fees is so that their firm can be 
competitive in a market which tries to 
exclude social workers. Says Engel, 

“Most insurance companies refuse to 
pay licensed social workers, so clients 
can not use their regular health in- 
surance to pay for counseling. This 
particularly hurts people looking for 
marital or family counseling, in which 
social workers have special expertise. 
‘They wind up seeing psychiatrists or 
psychologists, who may be just as ex: 
pert, but whose fees are much higher. 
‘True, the first few visits may seem free 
when you use insurance, but after that 
most people either have to pay exhor: 
bitant fees or leave treatment." 


‘Adds Baskin, ‘People should consider 
carefully the pros and cons of using their 
insurance. First of all, many plans only 
pay half of the fee, which can still come 
‘out to a whopping charge. Also your 
privacy Is important. Insurance com- 
panies only pay for certain psychiatric 
disorders which the therapist has to 
write down on the form in order to get 
paid. You may think you are having 
simple career counseling, but your 
records may say something altogether 
different. It can affect a lot of things, 
including your ability to get insurance at 
alater date 


What about quality? Says Baskin, 
“Who says the fee determines the 
quality Our fees are fair, not low. Sadly, 
a lot of people out there are just charging 
whatever they'can get away with.”” 

The new trend of nb-frills counseling 
can be hard to adjust to>at first. Without 
secretaries, for instance, billing is a 
thing of the past and payment is cash on 
the line at each visit. Some therapists 
are now using Mastercard and Visa, and 
offering special package rates for 
specific services such as divorce 
mediation 

‘While it may seem crassly commerical 
at first glance, there are advantages to 
the low fee system. Says Engel, 
“Counseling is coming down out of the 
ivory tower, which is a good thing. At 
Networkers, we try to be down to earth 
and work with here and now problems. 
We are experts, but we don’t want to be 
mysterious."" 

‘The philosophy is early invervention. 
“This means we try to help somebody 
deal with problems before it turns into a 
major mess. Unfortunately, most people 
let things slide. They are elther too 
proud, too busy or too broke to get some 
help with a personal problem until it's $0 
bad they have no choice." 

Networkers makes a special effort to 
address these issues. For those with 
limited funds, they keep their {ees 
reasonabj®, and for busy people, they 
have evening and weekend hours 
available. And for those who are proud, 
they have an abundance of off 
‘overlooked item: respect. 

Says Baskin, “All too often a client 
feels like there's something wrong with 
him when he asks for help. The stigma 
attached to mental health counseling 
starts it, and therapists don't do enough 
to stop it. Frankly, I respect somebody 
just for having the guts to say, ‘Hey, 
something in my life is getting out of 
hand and I want to do something about 
it” 

Networkers specializes in issues such 
as marital counseling, career 
development, social skills training, and 
dealing with kids. In the latter, they have 
expert help from their associate Jim 
Clancy, a psychologist with over 20 years 
experience in the public school system. 
‘And on top of their regular counseling 
activities, they are moving irito the area 
of Employee Assistance, consulting with 
industries in the North Suburban area. 

According to Engel, Networkers is in 
the forefront of a new wave. “Nobody 
can live without stress in today's world 
What we're trying to do is enable the 
maximum number of people to use 
counseling to deal with everyday 
problems. As public agencies step out of 
the picture as a result of cutbacks, 
private agencies will have to step in 
‘This is what we are doing, and we see it 
as the new direction of human service 
delivery in the 1980's.”

“Four Seasons” too likeable to criticize

There’s too much talk, too little action 
and awkward, unnatural-sounding 
dialogue in “The Four Seasons."" 

And yet the movie, written, directed 
by and starring Alan Alda, is so likeable 
it's easy to overlook those faults 

The Four Seasons” (rated PG) is 
unusual for a movie these days in that it 
has been designed to appeal exclusively 
to adults. Alda is not a natural writer, 
and the script is somewhat heavy 
handed, But he is a natural director and 
actor, thus making the film one that is 
appealing to those who do not demand 
action every minute 

The movie is somewhat reminiscent of 
Neil Simon. It isn’t as funny as a Simon 
movie ~ it isn't supposed to be - and 
the theme is somewhat more serious. 
But other than that, it is likely to appeal 
to the same type of audience 

The Four Seasons is unusual for 
another reason as well ~ it features 
seven stars, all of whom receive roughly 
equal billing. Alda, down-to-earth 
person that he is, doesn’t believe in a 
pecking order, and it shows throughout 
this film 

In fact, Alda’s successful use of 
teamwork is one of the most refreshing 
aspects of the movie 

The film is about three couples who 
always spend all their vacations 
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together. The title is taken from the fact 
that you see them spend four vacations 
in the spring, summer, fall and winter. 

It's significant that Alda shows the 
Seasons in that order, because the 
couples are at their most idyllic in the 
spring. and tensions between them grow 
successively more divisive and bitter as 
the movie goes on. 

But there is always a hint of spring in 
the winter, and in the end ~ rest assured 

you know that marriages and friend 
ships will survive 

The three couples all live in New York 
City. Alda plays Jack, a lawyer, and his 
wife, Kate, a magazine editor, is played 
by Carol Burnett. Danny, a dentist, is 
played by Jack Weston, and his wife, 
Claudia, is played by Rita Moreno, Nick 
an insurance salesman, is played by Len 
Cariou. His wife, Ann, whom he 
divorces, is played by Sandy Dennis. His 
second wife, Ginny, is played by Bess 


Armstrong. 
“The Four Seasons” is marked 
mainly by strong ensemble acting 


There are high and low spots in the 
performances, though. Burnett is a real 
eye-opener — she is a natural, Really 
fine actors and actresses make it look so 
easy that anyone thinks he could do it 
and that’s exactly the way Burnett 
makes you feel 

But Alda, at times, seems to think it's 
another week on the set of "MASH." as 
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he delivers his tines too quickly and 
glibly. And Dennis acts competently 
enough, but has evidently been away 
from the sereen for too long. She looks 
haggard and washed out, and you won't 
be sorry when she makes her last ap 
pearance. 

For an avowed feminist, Alda has 
strangely focused on the three male 
characters far more than he has the 
women, The four women are without 
significant faults, and they spend most 
of their time trying to keep the men from 


fighting 
‘The men, though, have a whole host of 
problems, Danny, the oldest, is a 


paranoid hypochondriac who gets on 
everyone's nerves. Nick is an 
irresponsible philanderer. Jack, who in 
the beginning seems the most stable and 
easy-going, is later shown to be the most 
obnoxious one of all — he insists on 
controlling his emotions to an 
exaggerated degree, and he analyzes 
and sits in judgment over everyone else. 
Another strange aspect of the movie, 
which doesn't seem to jibe with Alda's 
professed sensibility, ishow quickly Ann 
is eased out of the picture once Nick 
divorces her. The third couple becomes 
Nick and Ginny, and we see only one 
more passing glimpse of Ann. Perhaps 
Alda is saying this is the way people 
usually react when a couple is divorced, 
and while it’s wrong, that's just the way 
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‘The soundtrack deserves a mention, 
too. Rather than getting some third-rate 
hack to bang out a theme and variations, 
this movie uses chamber music by 
Vivaldi. It’s a nice touch, and it fits in 
well with the film's overall feel 

Thad to laugh recently when I read a 
critic who described “The Four 
Seasons" as Alda's tribute to the middle 
class. The couples portrayed are all 
extremely wealthy people who left the 
middle class behind a long time ago. 

The Four Seasons” really doesn't 
have a beginning, a middle and anend 
it’s all middle. The emphasis is on 
character development and uncertainty, 
not on action and resolution. Because of 
that, it’s not for everyone. I personally 
didn’t like it as much as Alda’s last film, 
“The Seduction of Joe Tynan,” which 
had a more traditional story line 

But what Alda aims to do in his latest 
project, he does well, and “The Four 
Seasons," despite its drawbacks, is a 
good movie

Beware 
of the ivy 


Every year many 
children and adults are 
accidentally poisoned by 
contact with plants, In 
eastern Massachusetts, 
poison ivy is the most 
common. Contact with this 
vine or shrub causes severe 
skin inflammation and 
water blisters. Few people 
have a natural immunity to 
protect them from poison 
ivy; and many do not 
recognize the plant so they 
can avoid it 

Ivy poisoning is largely 
preventable. Learning to 
identify poison ivy in its 
various forms is easy for 
anyone who will study 
pictures and general 
descriptions of the plant 
Poison ivy can be either a 
vine or low shrub having 
shiny, dark green leaves in 
groups of three. The plant 
produces clusters of tiny 
flowers along the main 
stem, which become dense 
clusters of white berries in 
the early fall. The leaves 
become bright yellow or 
orange in the fall after the 
first hard frost 

If you have plants on 
your home grounds which 
you cannot identify but 
‘Suspect could be poison ivy, 
send a few leaves to the 
Middlesex County Ex 
tension Service, 105 
Everett Street, Concord, 
Ma. 01742 for positive 
identification. Wrap the 
samples in wax paper or 
aluminum foil before 
placing into an envelope 
and label “POSSIBLE 
POISON IV 

Poison ivy can be 
eradicated with various 
chemicals such as am: 
monium sulfamate or 
amino triazolé. These 
should be used according to 
the manufacturers 
direction. Best time for 
treatment is during July 
and August. A rule of 
thumb, do not forget that 
even dead stems of poison 
ivy still contain the poison 
until they decay 
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new twist to that injunction: 

“Keep your eye on the ball and the 
ball will stay out of your eye.” 

With upward of 40 million Americans 
swinging rackets in tennis, badminton, 
squash and related games, injuries are 
becoming @ serious problem, according 
to physicians, hospital emergency room 
staffs and safety groups. While most of 
the damage may be minor, too much of 
it results in permanent impairment of 
vision or even blindness. 

Exactly how many people are struck 
in the eye by a ball traveling at speeds 
up to 100 miles an hour or by a fellow 
player's racket, or in collision with other 
players would be hard to determine with 
any precision, but there is evidence that 
the figure is high. What is clear beyond 
question is that many if not mast of the 
mishaps could have been avoided 
through vigilance, more careful playing 
and common courtesy, according to 
safety research by the Combined 
Insurance Company of America 

The first recommendation for eye 
protection on the court comes from the 
National Safety Council, which advises 
players to wear special plastic eye 
protectors with lenses that are clear or 
that can be made to conform to 
prescriptions. They are easily ob- 
tainable from optometrists and others 
who supply eyeglasses 

It was noted by. the Combined 
Insurance safety monitors that football 
players have adopted the use of face 
protectors that shield not only eyes but 
nose and mouth in a practice that has 
reduced the frequency and severity of 
head injuries 


After the first step has been taken, 
racket enthusiasts are advised to stop 
and think about how they conduct 
themselves on the court. Too many 
serious eye injuries are caused by short 
tempered players who smash drive the 
ball in anger or frustration at the loss of 
point or a game during practice 
sessions when ‘several balls may be 
flying through the air at the same time 

“Cool it," is the advice of Combined 
Insurance tennis buffs. “Try counting to 
10 before you take your failures out on 


others,” 

Among other factors in court injuries 
is a lack of concentration. Here is where 
keeping your eye on the ball may keep 
the ball out of your eye. Be more alert, 
and while you are at it try to develop 
more effective strategies, taking tennis 
lessons if necessary to improve your 
skills and your margin of safety. 

Common courtesy is a major factor in 
reducing eye injuries, according to 
students of racket games, Don't try to 
hog the court or steal your partner’s 
opportunity for a smashing return. You 
might have more fun as well as add to 
safety at the net 

Should an eye injury occur on the 
court, the victim should be helped to lie 
down immediately. If the player is 
wearing contact lenses, a doctor, 
preferably an ophthalmologist, should 
be seen as soon as possible. The eyes 
should be covered with a clean han- 
dkerchief or other cloth to minimize 
possibly dangerous eye movement 
Never try to remove a contact lens 
yourself 

Those offering first aid should wash 
their hands thoroughly before touching 
the patient. No effort should be made to 
remove clots or blood; leave that to a 
doctor. If the eye appears to be cut get to 
medical help as soon as possible 

The American Medical Association 
Stresses that an injury from a hard 
direct blow such as a moving tennis ball 
requires immediate attention of 
ophthalmologist because there may be 
hidden internal bleeding, Cold com- 
presses may be applied The victim 
should move as little as possible, 
preferably on a stretcher with eyes 
closed, for the trip to emergency 
treatment, 

“Nature has equipped us with con 
siderable protection for the eyes that 
most of us take for granted,” said a 
Combined Insurance safety researcher. 
“Deep in its socket surrounded by bone, 
the eye is well guarded from behind and 
on the sides, The rapid blinking of 
eyelids with their lashes constantly 
sweeping away tiny particles and the 
tears that wash away small foreign 
objects offer still more protection.

‘The two-story red-painted restoration 
house tucked among its colonial neigh- 
bors here arouses no curiosity from the 
front, yet any illusion of 18th-century 
living is shattered by the passive solar 
greenhouse on the side. 

Dan Paquette's home is one of many 
old designs being built by his firm, 
Sakonnet Housesmiths, 

While others ‘turn to intricate innova- 
tions, Mr. Paquette says he can face 
escalating oil prices with equanimity - 
and his dependable posts and beams. 

Mr. Paquette gazes with wonder at the 
‘oversize photo - 10 men perched atop a 
skeleton roof - which dominates his 
office. “On a house-raising day,” says 
Mr. Paquette, “everyone sits and beams 
like a proud father.”* 

The time-honored tradition of neigh- 
borhood hands joined in tackling the 
superhuman task of erecting a house in 
a single day with interlocking dovetails, 
mortise and tenons, and real community 
spirit, is being revived throughout New 
England by Mr. Paquette’s energetic 
craftsmen, 

To pay for his education, Mr. Paquette 
built conventional Cape Cod houses. It 
took the mid-1970s recession, however, 
to convert him toa building technique of 
the past. His first job was an 1830 
cowbarn in Plympton, Mass. Instead of 
tearing down the classic post and beam, 
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he persuaded the proprietor to opt for 
remodeling. 

“From there on it became a hands-on 
experience,” he smiles, 

Together with a group of similarly 
minded friends, Mr. Paquette combed 
libraries and tore down old buildings for 
more information on the building tech- 
nique. 

“As we did, we found it was such a 
common-sense approach,” he declares. 
“All we need to do is look backward to 
see how developed they were. They had 
a terrific consciousness in terms of 
orientation and window placement. 
We're just relearning. Good ideas are 
good ideas whether they were 200 years 
ago or now." 

‘While the post-and-beam method of 
construction attracted a following for its 
aesthetics, it proved to be very efficient 
in heating, the builder adds. 

“In the past, they put plaster on the 
wood and that was that," he continues. 
“Tt was cost-inefficient to build a post 
and beam." 

But when Amos Winter of Jaffrey, 
N.H., developed the R-30 (equivalent to 
about 9 inches of fiber-glass insulation) 
stressed-skin panels specifically for 
them, it made a big difference. In sharp 
contrast to the usual porous insulation of 
fiber glass or cellulose that entrap air in 
the framing cavities but which require 
venting to prevent summer overheating 
and get rid of condensation inthe winter,

Mr. Winter's novel insulating panels are 
nailed directly to the outside of the 
framing and become part of the 
structure itself. 

“Forty tons of massive native oak are 
enveloped inside the monolithic skin of 
insulation, storing up a lot of heat in the 
mass of the frame,” says Mr. Paquette. 
And as there are no framing breaks, 
there is no heat loss through air in- 
filtration. 

“{t can never rot and it actually is 
stronger than any conventional 2x4 
wall.” 

When a passive solar system is in 
corporated into the plan, the Btu 
requirements are so minimized that 
nothing more than @ wood stove or oc 
casional electric heat backup is 
required. 

The first house in which his company 
installed the 4%4-inch insulation panels, 
located in Tiverton, R.., used only 120 
gallons of oil in the winter of 1979-80. Mr 
Paquette figures his new home will cost 
no more than $500 to heat for an entire 
year. The solar greenhouse provides 
some 40 percent of the heat 


More people now seem to be taking 
notice of what he is doing. In the last 
three years, his firm has built about 20 
houses and three more are planned in 
New Hampshire, Maine, and on Mar: 
tha's Vineyard in the coming months. 

‘The fact that purists may complain 
about combining post-and-beam con 
struction with solar doesn't bother Mr. 
Paquette. 

“We have a respect for the traditional 
with the use of the contemporary," he 
responds. "We have to take what was 
good along with us and see what's 
arousd now, We analyzed traditional 
methods and improved upon them, It 
really is the best of both worlds.

“People do not want to live in heat 
tanks but homes, and it's the hybrid 
that’s really going to be the house of the 
future."

All framing members are cut and fit 
before construction Thus, an entire 
house can be erected, sheathed, and 
insulated without a single nail 

“With a post and beam, the first thing 
you do is what shows,"* explains Charles 
Ficke, a Rhode Island School of Design 
graduate who studied solar design at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and spent three years in the field before 
serving almost solely as a designer to 
Sakonnet Housesmiths. 

"It's just like building a piece of 
furniture,” he adds. “A great deal of 
logic has to be incorporated into the 
frame.” 
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Prices of his houses run from around 
$55,000 up to as much as $225,000, 
according to Mr, Paquette. 

““T think the houses we enjoy most are 
the smaller ones where you have to be 
creative,” he smiles. “We prefer that to 
big ark oozing energy."

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U.S.-airlines look to the skies

AIRLINES SET FOR TAKEOFF 
After two years in the doldrums, the 
airlines of the U.S. may be approaching 
a turnaround in their fortunes. While 
most lines are not yet financially in the 
black, at least the red ink is flowing at a 
lesser rate. One of the factors which was 
to have been a boon to the air carriers 
but which had some unpleasant side 
effects was airline deregulation late in 
1978, The Act gave the airlines more 
freedom to establish competitive fares, 
and allowed them to eliminate un- 
profitable routes or add service to new 
areas. 

Deregulation spawned a rapid 
proliferation of new-entry airlines by 
entrepreneurs offering low-fare, {ast 
turnaround service on high-traffic- 
density routes already served by the 
major lines. Expansion of new-entry 
lines, mostly domestic regionals, saw 
the number of scheduled carriers swell 
from 32 in service before deregulation to 
66 operators today. Ticket bargains and 
discount fares are generally designed as 
promotional schemes to draw attention 
{o service offered on given routes, or 
just to put pressure on the competition. 
One company, in initiating new service 
between two cities, offered a round trip 
with the return fare costing a penny. 

FUEL COSTS STABILIZING 

In 1979 jet fuel prices began to soar, 
assisted by OPEC members. In that 
year prices actually doubled, and rose 20 


percent in each of the two following 
years. Earlier on, airliifes were unable 
to quickly obtain permissive fare hikes 
to compensate, and so fuel costs became 
a major expense The spring of this 
year, however, saw a leveling off in the 
upward price spiral, owing in part to the 
world oil glut and U.S. refining over- 
capacity. While the rest of the year will 
not likely see a fuel price dip, a plateau 
seems to have been reached. 


LABOR AND EQUIPMENT 

Labor continues to be a problem for 
the airlines, particularly in terms of 
productivity because of restrictive union 
work rules. While this is difficult to 
control, many air carriers have trim: 
med their labor forces through attrition 
and personnel layoffs, including pilots. 
Another area of cost improvement is 
that of airline equipment. The trend is 
now toward planes such as the B-727 
trijet and away from the wide-body jets 
and twin-jet DC#s and B-707s, The 
advantage is obvious: Fuel efficiency 
and lower maintenance and operating 
costs, The jets of the new generation 
also add to the edge that the newer 
airlines have over the trunk lines 
especially on short hauls. Wherever 
possible the major carriers attempt to 
sell their older equipment, usually at a 
profit, This can represent a large part of 
results in companies reporting « yearly 
profit. It should also be noted that 
airlines reporting gains may be deriving 
earnings from non-airline activities such 
as hotel chains, business and food ser: 


vices, real estate, and other subsidiary 
enterprises 
TRAFFIC 

With costs and other significant 
operational factors under better 
restraints, airlines can only wait for a 
pickup in passenger traffic expected to 
be generated by an improving economy 
The full second quarter, however, may 
show the adverse impact of the threat of 
an air controllers’ strike in June (which 
did not actually come until early 
August). This threat prompted a rash of 
‘no shows” plus a good many canceled 
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and deferred reservations, The pickup in 
air traffic may pot mean a really 
marked improvement this year over 
1980. Nevertheless, since a livelier 
economy is expected, in general, during 
1982, we would anticipate a return of 
business and discretionary travelers to 
the nation’s airways. 


Mutual funds 
attractive investment 


Sales of common stock mutual funds 
soared 44 percent in the first half of this 
year compared with the comparable 
period of 1980. At $3.3 billion they were a 
bare $92 million short of the all-time high 
set in the first six months of 1969 

‘Common stock mutual funds have 
outperformed almost every other in- 
vestment available to the average 
person,” David Silver, president of the 
Investment Company Institute, com: 
mented. “This is true over the short, the 
medium and the long term. As most 
investors come to recognize how well 
common stock mutual funds have per 
formed 1981 may turn out to be a record 
sales year for these funds." 

In the three years to the beginning of 


1981 the value of a share in a mutual fund 
with average performance jumped 96 
percent. Over a five year period it was up 
156 percent. Both calculations include 
reinvestment of dividends and capital 
gains and allow for all charges. 

The Institute, the national association 
of mutual funds, says common stock 
funds were also in net sales for the first 
six months of the year, the first time this 
has happened since 1971. Redemptions 
were up slightly at $2.8 billion but this 
still left sales $483 million ahead of 
redemptions 

Of the four types of common stock 
funds categorized by the Institute, the 
expansion of aggressive growth sales 
was the most rapid.

STOCK MARKET economic indicators

How reliable are the economic in- 
dicators commonly used to describe 
economic trends? Can the Consumer 
Price Index, the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average, or other well-known indicators, 
be trusted to help you reach important 
personal financial decisions? CPAs have 
this to say: Use the indicators, but un- 
derstand their limitations. 

According to the Massachusetts 
Society of Certified Public Accountants, 
certain indicators are vital in helping 
people understand the directions the 
economy is taking. But these indicators 
should not be regarded as barometers, 
measuring with scientific precision all 
the key elements, then predicting what's 
tocome. Here are the chief indicators 
with advice from the CPAs on how to 
apply them to personal financial 
questions 

THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 
(CPD is the most commonly used 
measure for the cost of living. Salaries 
and pension plans are frequently scaled 
by this index, which traces the increase 
or decrease in the cost of food, housing. 
clothing, medical care and  tran- 
sportation. Calculated monthly, the 
index tracks the direction and rate of 
living costs. Last year, according to the 
CPI, the cost of living incredsed more 
than 12 percent, The CPI has decreased 
slightly this year with an increase of 10 
percent from April of 1980 to April 1981 

The first thing to dois compare the CPI 
with your income. If your income did not 
increase at least 12 percent last year 
your living standard is in jeopardy. To 
improve it, you must increase your in 
come faster than prices are rising. 

If the CPI had increased steadily over 
the past six months, this might be a good 
time to start looking for a higher salary 
to meet increased living costs. A steady 
rise in prices ususally indicates business 
growth. 

DOW JONES — INDUSTRIAL 
AVERAGE. Almost every TV newscast 
seems to close with the latest position of 
this indicator, which measures the action 
of 30 stocks selected because of their high 
quality, total market value and broad 


base of public ownership. ‘These stocks 
reflect overall market action, and the 
average is readjusted daily to reflect any 
fluctuations in these 30 stocks. 

‘The stock market tends to attract 
investment when the inflation rate 
begins to decline — or speculators decide 
it is about to decline. This may lead you 
to invest in stock or mutual funds. The 
stock market is usually one of the 
earliest indicators of changes in the 
economy. It declines before a business 
recession appears. It also will turn up- 
ward before the end of a recession, sb 
watch this one closely. The Dow Jones 
tends to move in the opposite direction 
from interest rates — but there have 
been occasional exceptions. 

TREASURY NOTES. When the in- 
terest rate rises on short term borrowing 
by the government, it means inflation 
may be slowing down. These rates reflect 
the investment judgement of the 
thousands of professional bond traders, 
which makes this index one to watch 
most closely 

PRIME RATE, This measures in. 
crease or decrease in the cost of credit or 
borrowing, but only for the relatively few 
most creditworthy business customers, 
Nevertheless, this rate influences other 
interest rates, If the prime rate goes up, 
anticipate that interest rates on money 
market funds will also increase and you 
may expect higher yields on in, 
vestments. 

THE HOUSING STARTS index 
measures the number of new housing 
units on which construction has begun. 
This index has been depressed since the 
mortgage interest rate began its upward 
surge in recent years. Although in: 
creased slightly in the spring, it plum- 
meted again in May. Increased housing 
starts usually indicates a better market 
for home buyers. However, this index is 
based on all housing starts, so a block of 
luxury high rise condominiums in a 
resort area could increase the index even 
though in actuality this would not reflect 
the market for single family homes 

Economic indicators cannot advise on 
specific investment opportunities, but if 
properly applied, they can offer useful 
clues to economic trends.
